Paper Horseshoes. 


An inventor proposes In mnke a pa- 


per horseshoe that «hal! for senercl 
-purposes be the equal of the steel 
hf>r.«e«hoe. 
in the 
following way: 


Parchment paper is cut out in horse- 
Shoe form nnd built up to a suitable 
thickness by the use of a mixture of 
turpentine, Spanish white, shellac, and 
Unseed oil trwtted flith litharge, and 
the whole Is placed under the hydraulic 
pre«s. This produces very light and 
uniform pieces, and It Is an easy mat- 
ter to stamp out the nail holes and 
grooves. 
Instead of naillnjr to the 


horse's hoof, they can be applied with 
an adhesive composition. Paper paste 
could also be molded into the shape of 
• horseshoe by nse of the press, but 
the remit is not quite so «atisfactory. 
The Mirface Is too even and slippery, 
and the shoe will not hold well on the 
ground.
